1. I would like to make several comments relating to your note to 
me regarding subject Notice. Firstly, if, as you stated, the possibility 
of domestic aircraft highjacking is a low one, I believe most of us would 
agree that this is only because of the rather intensive and sophisticated 
security systems that have been put into effect at airports. We continue 
to receive fairly hard information concerning planned or threatened high- 
jackings, both in domestic situations as well as foreign. Since the 
security systems obviously are fallible, I believe it is incumbent 


upon 
us to do everything we can to prepare people for a highjacking contingency. 


2. The Notice, dated 2 October 1974, was not a pro forma repeat of 
past Notices. It incorporated several changes, both of substance and of 
an editorial nature. Part of the problem results from the fact that the 
previous Notices on the subject carried an expiration date. Since we did 
not believe that the information contained in this publication had a pre- 
dictable date upon which it would no longer be pertinent, we wanted to get 
this guidance to employees in some sort of a permanent format. Originally 
it had been proposed that the security regulations be amended and that this 
information be incorporated in the permanent regulation books. However, 
the General Counsel quite properly pointed out that the material is not STAT 
truly regulatory in nature and, in accordance with Agency practice, was 
more appropriate for publication as an on-going Headquarters Notice with- 
out an expiration date. 


3. On your question of whether staff employees who are alternate STAT 
TS Control Officers can carry material on domestic flights, the answer 
is yes. The underlined sentence in paragraph 2.d. of is meant 


to. subsume the alternate TS Control Officer.
